Why, 
therefore, should the local merchant 
not adopt the same method, and, as 
one writer puts it, say: “Mr, Farmer, 
I've been on this spot serving you for 
years. I’ve given you many favors. 
But you make your most important 
purchases by mail—pay'cash in ad- 
vance, Now, surely, it is only © fair 
that you pay me cash in advance also 
for the small purchases you now 
make here. Every time I pay cash 
the jobber gives me a discount of 2 
to 5 per cent. Each year he allows 
me also 9 per cent. for prepayment 
of my bills. You pay me cash and 
I'll turn this advantage over to you. 


Both of us will be better off.” And

sing of the “local” centre the farmer 
would quickly discover he had  sus- 
tained a loss; the value of which he 
had not fully appreciatedyuntil. -too 
late. f 

Like every other matter, there are 
two sides to this question, and it is 
in the interests of all that both sides 
should be studied. The local town 
and the local merchant have certain 
responsibilities towards the farmers 
of their district, and the farmers have 
a certain duty towards these towns. 
An effort should be made to deter- 
mine what these dutics are and to 
discharge them. 

First of all, the town 
made a real c#fmmunity centre and} 
the necessary facilities provided to 
make it an attractive meeting place 
for the farmers of the surrounding 
district and their wives and families, 
Too frequently, it is to be feared, 
farmers are ‘rather given the impres- 
sion that all the town cares about 
them is the’money they have to 
spend. On the other hand, the far- 
mer is apt to compare the lower 
prices quoted by the city houses with 
the local merchant's prices without 
giving heed to anything else.

Soldier Farming in Manitoba 


400 Have Now Farms and are Work- 
ing Them 

Winnipeg, Man. — The office of 
the soldiers land settlement board in 
the Enderton Block is thronged with 
returned men all~ day long. The 
loans from the government to the 
soldiers amount to $1,000,000, for the 
month of April. Loans up to $4,500 
on land, $2,000 on implements, and 
$1,000 on buildings are being granted 
to the men. Over 1,300 men have 
come before the qualification com- 
mittee and 400 have now farms and 
are working them. If a man has no 
experience in farming, he can take a 
12 weeks’ course in the agricultural 
college and then he can spend two 
seasons working on the farm of some 
practical tiller of the soil, 

Settlers for Peace River District 

Edmonton, Alta. — The rush to the 
Peace River district has been started 
for this spring and summer. Supt. 
Wilson, of the immigration hall, says 
that for the last few weeks there has 
been an average of between 180 and 
190 Americans and soldiers who haye 
gone north, Some of these, he stat- 
ed, went to Grand Prairie, and othérs 
farther north. This average does not 
include all that have gone north, Mr. 
Wilson stated, as many go and never 
eall at the immigration hall. The 
greater majority of these people who 
are going north are Americans who 
have heard of the great possibilities 
in the Peace River district. Some of 
these people are going to take up 
land for farming, others are going in 
for mining, and others for specula- 
tion,

Unloading Grain 
By Air Power 


The two, powerful floating pneuma- 
tic grain elevators recently put into 
service at the port of London are ad- 
mirable examples of modern British 
labor-saving equipment; Each eleva- 
tor floats on a 60-foot pontoon carry- 
ing a 220 horse power oil engine 
wliich drives a high speed turbo-ex- 
haustor by means of which a partial 
vacuum is caused in a suction pipe 
line, The air rushing in at the free 
end of the line sucks up the grain 
from the vessel’s hold and deposits it 
in a receiving chamber, from with 
it is discharged through a valve and 
thereafter handled mechanically, Two 
suction pipes are provided with each 
float and they are raised and lowered 
by means of an electric Winch driven 
by an explosion-proof electric motor. 
A similar type of motor( rendered 
necessary by the inflammable dust 
raised in handling grain) drives an 
elevator which deliyers the grain “in- 
to a weigh house, where the grain is 
automatically weighed, Thence it 
passes through shoots into sacks or 
into hopper barges alongside the pon- 
toon. A 35 horse power oil engine 
supplies~the current for power and 
lighting purposes. All the plant and 
equipment were British throughout. 
Pneumatic elevators of this type not 
only save labor by thoroughly clean- 
ing out a ship’s hold without  re- 
trimming, but they are much health- 
ier for the workmen than any other 
equipment, as special machinery is 
used for extracting the dust. Both 
pontoons have been in regular  ser- 
vice for some time and have proved 
thoroughly satisfactory. Each has a 
capacity of 100 tons per_hour when 
working with wheat.

Only Smaller Ships Wili Be Left to 
Germany 

Paris. — Germany's great merchant 
flect will be practically swept from 
the seas, under the terms of the eco- 
nomic section of the peace treaty, the 
United Press learns from an author- 
itative source. This involved features 
of the treaty, which established pre- 
war commercial relations between 
Germany and the associated powers, 
is the first to be entirely completed.

First Step ‘To 


Pershore 

Versailles. — In a session begin- 
ningvat 3.10 o’clock and lasting barely 
five minutes, the German plenipoten- 
tiaries to the peace congress present- 
ed their credentials. 

It was the first step in the peace} 
negotiations, 

The German credentials were pre- 
sented to representatives of the allies 
and the United States. 

Pale and almost fainting from 
emotion, Count von Brockdorff-Ran- 
zau, the German secretary and head 
of the peace delegation, sat through 
what evidently was one of the bitter- 
est moments of his life. He was bare- 
ly able to sustain. himself on his feet 
the waiting ‘autgyebile,**which had 
brought him to the gathering. 

The meeting took place in the 
room of the Trianon Hotel; previous- 
ly used for the sessions of the su- 
preme’ military council, Count von 
Brockdorff-Rantzau, on entering, was 
accompanied by Herr Landsberg, 
Professor Séetpecking, and two sécre- 
tari¢s, and’ waiting for- him the allied 
representatives were grquped around 
Jules Cambon, former French am- 
bassador at Berlin, who is chairman 
of the commission, Other members 
of the allied party ingluded Lord 
Harding, Great Britain; Ambassador 
Matsui, Japan; and Henry White of 
the. United States. 

M. Cambon immediately addressed 
Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau, stat- 
ing that he was chairman of the com- 
mission entrusted by the allied pow- 
ers to receive and examine the cre- 
dentials of the German delegates as 
the first step in a conference which, 
it was expected, would lead to peace. 

“Here are ours,” continued M. 
Cambon, extending, as he spoke, the 
formal credentials of the allicd com- 
mission &s plenipotentiarics to the 
meeting. Count von Brockdorff-Rant- 
za surrendered the German creden- 
tials with even less of a formal ad- 
dress, his emotion being too great to 
enable him to deliver an extended 
discourse, 

After 


these --brief ceremonies, the 
Germans. turned and left the hall, 
Walking a few steps to the cars in 
waiting. They were followed imme- 
diately by the allied representatives. 
The whole ceremony was over by 2.30 
o’clock. The allied delegates then 
rode to the Cheteau to inspect the 
Hall of Mirrors, where the treaty will 
be signed and eventually returned to 
the hotel for tea,

Victoria. — The record for depor- 
tation of Chinese from this port to 
China has been beaten. On the steam- 
er Canada Maru 36 Chinese were de- 
ported to their native land after they 
had failed to enter Canada as would- 
be college students. Examination of 
the Orientals by the immigration of- 
ficials has shown them unfit to enter 
colleges here. They appealed to Ot- 
tawa, but officials there refused to n- 
tervene,
